Although store space has been 
reduced by eliminating the fourth 
room, extra space for breakfast 
cereals, condimenis, cookies, baby 
foods and. dried fruit previously 
displayed there has been created 
by enlarging the other rooms, and 
building new shelves. According 
to Jim Cashman, manager, the 
back room is now used for replace- 
ment stock which used to be 
stored upstairs.

This is one way of describing 
store operations, says Jim Karitas, 
assistant manager. We are actu- 
ally another Greenbelt Variety 
Store with everything from bobby 
pins to eastor oil, and a selection 
of penny candy that makes every 
youngster reach for money in his 
: -3ket.". The motto of the store, 
according to Jim, is “If we don’t 
have it, we will get it for. :you.” 
Requests for special items receiv- 
‘cd in the morning will be filled 
that ‘afternoon. Fresh deliveries 
of both meats and produce front 
the center food store are made 
every day. 

Cashman particularly stressed 
the fact that the store is open an 
hour later than the Center Store 
on Saturday evening. The new 
hours are Wednesdays 9:00-1:00; 
Monday through Saturday, excep. 
‘Wednesday, 11:00 to 7:00. The store 
is closed from 1:30 to 2:30 for 
lunch. He also said that whole- 
hearted customer cooperation is 
one of the ‘main factors contribut- 
ing to the increasing success of 
the store.

It serves 
te give him a maturity and ability 
te cope with the actualities of life 
which is next to impossible to ob- 
tain within the protective sphere 
of the family circle. 

I am not asserting that the army 
will make a weak person strong or 
& stupid perscn: intelligent, nor do 
I assert that the ridiculous plethora 
of propaganda the army puts out 
about “travel. education. good 
food, etc, ete.” has any worth. I 
‘do say that the army treats an 
eighteen-year-old as an adult who 
must make his own decisions and 
personally answer for his actions. 

Of all the veterans I have known, 
few would care to repeat their ex- 
perience, Eut few regret it or would 
trade it.

Coopera- 
tives everywhere, as a matter of 
policy and good sense. sell at pre- 
vailing general price levels. Un- 
derselling, as a general policy. 
causes losses in the end to con- 
sumers as well as to operators. 
Personally, I think that when com- 
petition is carried too far it du- 
Plicates effort, wastes capital. and 
causes business men to spend too 
much of their time fighting cach 
other.
